Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  THIRTY-SECOND 
ANNUAL  REPORT  on  the  Medical  Inspection,  Supervision  and  Treat- 
ment of  School  Children  in  the  County  of  Banffshire  for  the  year  ending 
31st  July,  1948. 

All  concerned  with  Education  in  the  County  have  shown  a keen 
interest  in  the  work  of  Medical  Inspection  and  treatment  and  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  to  the  Director  of  Education  and  his  stall,  to  all  head 
and  class  teachers  throughout  the  County  and  to  H.M.  Inspectors  of 
Schools  in  the  area  for  their  continued  help,  courtesy  and  co-operation 
To  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  I am  again  in 
debted  for  much  valuable  aid. 

The  year  has  seen  an  expansion  and  improvement  of  the  school 
dental  service  and  embodied  in  the  report  is  a summary  of  the  present 
position  of  the  dental  scheme  by  the  Chief  Dental  Officer. 

Provision  of  milk  to  school  children  in  the  County  has  now  reached 
the  gratifying  level  of  99.9%  of  availability ; the  building  of  school 
kitchens  and  provision  of  school  meals  has  proceeded  steadily  through- 
out the  year  but  the  figure  of  13.8%  availability  for  meals  is  far  from 
satisfactory  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  steadily  be  improved. 

A notable  feature  of  the  year’s  findings  is  the  marked  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  scabies  in  the  school  population. 

The  general  level  of  nutrition  and  cleanliness  remains  satisfactory 
and  the  year  has  been  marked  by  a very  high  standard  of  attendance  and 
an  absence  of  any  serious  epidemics  amongst  the  school  children. 

The  report  is  in  the  revised  form  set  out  in  Part  II.  of  the  Appendix 
to  N.M.  & C.  Circular,  No.  60/1938,  dated  3rd  June,  1938.  Appended  is 
a report  on  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  up  to  June,  1948

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4 —ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

This  was  reviewed  ii\  detail  in  the  report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
July,  1946,  pages  9 to  14*. 

A.  — System  and  Extent  of  Medical  Inspection  and  Treatment. 

Staff. 

The  Dental  Staff  has  been  extended  by  the  appointment  of  a senior 
dental  officer,  a second  dental  surgeon  and  three  dental  attendants 
(female). 

Extent  of  Inspection. 

This  year  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  second  age  group,  which 
had  been  temporarily  suspended  during  the  war  years,  was  resumed. 

B.  — Scheme  and  Extent  of  Dental  Inspection. 

This  scheme  has  been  revised  and  augmented  during  the  year  and 
the  chief  dental  officer  reports  as  follows:  — 


THE  WORKING  OF  THE  AUTHORITY’S  SCHEME  DURING 

YEAR  1947-48. 

Clinics. 

“Treatment  centres  have  been  established  at  Keith,  Buckie,  Banff 
and  Macduff.  In  each  of  these,  essential  plumbing  and  electrical 
alterations  have  been  carried  out  and  the  surgeries  suitably  decor- 
ated. Dental  equipment  to  allow  of  comprehensive  treatment  has 
been  installed.  Convenient  waiting  room  and  sanitary  accommoda- 
tion are  available  at  each  centre. 

Plans  have  been  submitted  for  the  building  of  a dental  centre 
at  Dufftown. 

An  order  was  placed  for  a Mobile  Dental  Unit  on  a self-pro- 
pelled chassis.  Delivery  is  expected  by  the  end  of  1948. 

Schools  Treated. 

At  each  of  the  clinics  a Dental  Officer  was  in  regular  attend- 
ance, and  systematic  inspection  and  treatment  carried  out  for  the 
following  schools Keith  Grammar  School,  Keith  New  Primary 
School,  Keith  Primary  School,  Fife-Keith  School,  St  Thomas  R.C. 
School,  Rothiemay  J.S.  School,  Buckie  High  School,  Buckie  Primary 
School,  Episcopal  School,  St  Peter’s  R.C.  School,  Banff  Academy, 
Dunlugas  P.  School,  Alvah  P.  School,  Forglen  J.S.  School,  Macduff 
High  School. 

No  other  schools  were  inspected  as  work  to  be  done,  already 
known,  will  occupy  the  full  attentions  of  the  present  staff  for  at  least 
two  years.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that  a school 
dental  service  has  little  value  unless  children  are  offered  full  and 
comprehensive  treatment  at  regular  intervals.  This  can  only  be 
provided  by  adequate  staff,  and  it  is  hoped  the  present  difficulties 
in  this  respect  will  soon  be  overcome  as  it  is  only  then  that  the  more 
isolated  areas  of  the  county  will  be  properly  treated. 

Method  of  selecting  children  for  treatment. 

Unfortunately,  it  is  at  present  not  possible  to  offer  full  treat- 
ment to  all  of  the  children  in  the  county  or  even  in  the  areas  where 
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clinics  are  available.  Some  method  of  selection  was  therefore  neces- 
sary. At  each  school  Inspection,  the  dental  officer  made  an  appro- 
priate mark  on  the  child’s  record  card  to  denote  children  to  whom 
he  considered  early  treatment  should  be  offered.  These  children 
were  then  called  to  the  clinic  by  appointment.  If  adequate  treat- 
ment involved  many  visits  to  the  clinic  an  effort  was  made  to  com- 
plete the  work  within  a reasonable  period  and  to  ensure  this  each 
dental  officer  was  instructed  to  restrict  the  numbers  under  treatment 
to  not  more  than  50  at  each  clinic.  Headmaster's  of  the  schools  in- 
spected were  informed  that  they  may  send  emergency  cases  (not  ex- 
ceeding two  at  any  one  time)  with  the  children  who  reported  for 
routine  treatment. 

Scope  of  Treatment. 

This  has  been  greatly  enlarged  by  the  engagement  of  a Dental 
Technician.  Inlays,  Crowns  and  Dentui'es  have  been  provided  when 
it  was  considered  necessary,  and  a number  of  Orthodontic  cases  have 
been  treated.  Orthodontic  treatment  has  been  limited  to  these  cases 
where  a good  result  could  reasonably  be  expected  by  the  use  of 
simple  appliances.  Severe  deformities  are  best  treated  by  a special- 
ist and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  expansion  of  the  school  dental 
scheme  the  services  of  a specialist  will  become  available. 

A portable  general  anaesthetic  machine  was  provided  and  gas 
sessions  have  been  regularly  held  at  all  clinics  with  two  dental 
officers  in  attendance. 

X-Ray  facilities  have  been  made  available  for  the  clinics  at 
present  in  operation. 

During  the  year  the  school  dental  service  has  been  operating  on 
the  principle  that  where  treatment  has  been  commenced  for  any 
child  that  child  should  receive  all  the  treatment  necessary  to  raise 
his  or  her  dental  health  to  the  highest  possible  level. 

Attendance  for  Treatment. 

Children  have  been  attending  for  treatment  exceptionally  well 
except  in  a few  cases  where  their  school  has  been  some  distance  from 
the  clinic.  Difficulty  and  expense  of  travel  are  the  main  reasons  for 
this  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  largely  overcome  with  the 
coming  into  service  of  the  Mobile  Unit. 

Acceptance  Rate. 

This  has  been  most  gratifying  at  all  the  schools  so  far  inspected. 
Coupled  with  a growing  parental  interest  every  encouragement  is 
provided  for  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  service  to  those  areas  of  the 
county  which  are  at  present  neglected. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  support  received  from  the  County  Council  in 
laying  the  foundations  of  a School  Dental  Service  which  it  is  hoped 
will  ensure  a very  high  standard  of  dental  health  for  every  child 
in  the  county. 

I would  like  also  to  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Dental  Staff 
for  the  very  whole-hearted  co-opei-ation  they  have  shown.” 
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TREATMENT  SCHEMES. 


Tonsil  Treatment. 

The  Aural  Surgeon  now  operates  at  Banff  and  Buckie  in  addition 
to  Keith  and  Dufftown. 

C. — School  Nursing  and  Arrangements  for  Following  Up. 

From  August  to  July  the  School  Nurses  made  6£)4  visits  to  schools 
when  they  examined  or  treated  27,045  children,  and  424  visits  to  homes 
when  they  examined  or  treated  598  children. 


D.  — Co-ordination  with  the  Public  Health  Service,  and  with  other 

Departments  of  the  Authority  which  render  services  to  children. 

(1)  The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  County  which  forms  a valuable  liaison  with  all  other 
health  activities. 

(2)  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Record  Cards  are  forwarded 
to  the  whole  time  School  Nurse  when  the  child  becomes  of  school  age 
so  that  they  are  available  at  each  school  when  the  entrant  group  is 
being  examined. 

(3)  The  nurses  who  visit  schools  and  look  after  treatment  and 
follow-up  arrangements  are  also  District  Nurses  who  have  thus  a valu- 
able knowledge  of  the  child’s  home  environment  and  close  personal  con- 
tact with  the  parents.  These  nurses  are  invited  to  be  present  during 
School  Medical  Inspection  visits.

and  those  do  valuable  work  by  poster  propaganda,  example  and  precept 
of  the  members  and  simple  theoretical  and  practical  teaching  in  hygiene. 


F. — Co  operation  with  Teachers  and  Parents,  with  special  reference 
to  the  attendance  of  parents  at  inspections,  the  formation  of 
parent-teacher  associations  and  general  health  propaganda  in 
schools. 

Parents  are  invited  to  be  present  on  the  occasion  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer’s  visit  and  head  teachers  are  asked  to  make  this  invita- 
tion particularly  warm. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  visit  the  School  Medical  Officer  personally 
contacts  all  teachers  in  the  school  and  discusses  particular  children  with 
them  and  such  general  matters  as  seating,  lighting,  heating,  ventilation, 
feeding,  sanitary  and  playground  arrangements  and  their  effect  on  the 
child’s  health  and  general  efficiency. 

271  parents  were  present  at  tho  routine  examinations  and  92 
attended  with  special  cases. 
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5. — THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

A. — General  Review: — 

(1)  Clothing. 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically  and  2,  or  .07%,  were 
found  to  have  insufficient  clothing. 

Among  the  specials  2 were  found  to  have  unsatisfactory  clothing. 

(2)  Footgear. 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically  and  4 or  .14%  were 
found  to  have  unsatisfactory  footgear.  There  were  2 special  cases  with 
unsatisfactory  footgear. 

(3)  Uncleanliness  (Head  and  Body). 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically,  and  108  or  3.9%  were 
found  to  have  unclean  conditions  of  the  head,  and  6 or  .22%  to  hav 
unclean  conditions  of  the  body. 

There  were  114  special  cases  with  head  nits  or  vermin,  and  4 with 
vermin  on  the  body. 

(4)  Skin  (Head  and  Body). 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically  with  regard  to  skin  con- 
dition and  the  following  cases  were  found : —

Special  Cases. 

Among  the  special  cases,  Ringworm  was  found  on  the  body  of  3 
children,  impetigo  on  the  head  of  5 and  on  the  body  of  4,  and  scabies 
on  13  children.  There  were  5 cases  of  other  head  conditions  and  23  of 
other  body  conditions. 

Other  disease®  include  cases  of  alopecia,  ichthyosis,  seboirhoea. 
dermatitis,  eczema,  urticaria,  psoriasis,  acne  vulgaris,  prurigo  and 
furunculosis. 

(5)  Nutrition. 

There  were  8 cases,  or  .28%,  with  slightly  defective  nutrition 
found  during  the  Routine  inspections,  and  6 cases  amongst  the  specials. 

(6)  Mouth  and  Teeth. 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically,  and  283  or  10.4°  . were 
found  with  unhealthy  conditions  of  the  mouth  and  teeth.  In  the 
Entrant  group  only  such  cases  as  Dental  Abscess,  Ac.,  were  noted. 
There  wore  84  special  cases  with  unhealthy  conditions  of  the  mouth  and 
teeth. 
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(7)  Naso  Pharynx. 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically,  and  the  Following  de- 
fects were  found  : — 


(a)  Nose :

(8)  Eyes. 

2705  children  were  examined  systematically  and  18  or  .66%  were 
found  with  blepharitis,  5 or  .18%  with  conjunctivitis,  2 or  .07%  with 
opacities,  51  or  1.8%  with  strabismus,  and  8 or  .28%  with  other  diseases. 
Other  diseases  included  cases  of  nystagmus,  nebulas,  and  cataract. 

118  or  4.3%  were  recommended  for  refraction. 

99  or  3.6%  were  wearing  spectacles. 

1872  children  were  examined  for  visual  acuity  in  the  routine  groups 
and  109  or  5.9%  were  found  with  fair  vision,  and  43  or  2.3%  with  bad 
vision. 

Among  the  special  cases  there  were  17  with  blepharitis,  6 with  con 
junctmtis,  4 with  corneal  opacities,  55  with  strabismus,  and  14  with 
other  diseases,  121  were  wearing  spectacles,  153  had  fair  vision,  and  83 
had  bad  vision. 

The  total  number  subjected  to  routine  vision  testing  was  2628  and 
146  were  recommended  for  refraction. 


(9)  Ears.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  TO  JUNE  1948. 


Artificial  active  immunisation  of  school  and  pre-school  children,  for 
whom  consent  was  received,  was  continued  free  of  charge  from  July  1947 
to  June  1948.  All  children  from  9 months  of  age  up  to  school  leaving 
age  were  embraced,  and  re-immunisation  was  also  carried  out,  though  in 
the  latter  case  one  dose  was  regarded  as  sufficient.  No  Schick  testing, 
either  preliminary  or  post-injection,  was  canned  out. 

Alum  Precipitated  Diphtheria  Toxoid  supplied  by  the  Department 
of  Health  was  used  as  the  immunising  agent.  Where  a parent  wished 
the  inoculations  given  by  the  family  doctor,  the  A.P.T.  was  supplied  to 
him  free  of  charge,  the  parent  paying  the  doctor’s  fee.  In  some  cases 
the  doctor  was  paid  a fee  of  2s  6d  per  injection  by  the  Local  Authority. 
These  were  usually  cases  under  the  care  of  the  Education  Authority  or 
Social  Welfare  Department.

Re-actions. 

A number  of  children  had  slight  re-actions.  It  was  noted  that, 
generally  speaking,  older  children  who  were  being  re-immunised  showed 
rather  a more  marked  re-action. 

Incidence. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  of  diphtheria  from  July  1947  to  June 
1948  inclusive  was  two.  Both  had  been  immunised  seven  years  pre- 
viously. 

Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria  in  the  same  period.
